In  tlie  nntne  of  relision,  lliore  liavo  been  men  in 
all  ape.A,  wlio  have  orij-inaH'd  anil  iiroclainieii  ilie 
most  fallacious  and  fanciful  systems.  And  unfor-| 
tunately,  sneli  men  have  found  people  enoiioli.clia- , 
racterized  by  ionorance,  or  insiabiliiy  of  mind,  or; 
by  blind  faiiaiicism,  to  adopt  their  systems  and ' 
believe  tlicr  wild  dreams.  No  matter  how  abstinl  i 
those  theories — no  matterhoweontiary  toestablisheil 
{rutli — no  matter  how  vile  the  coinluct  they  incul-  ^ 
caled — no  matter  how  fruitful  of  folly  and  insanity  j 
—yet  they  spread  like  the  baleful  pestilcnee,  be- 
wilderino  ihe  unthinkiii",  unsettliiio  the  weak-mind¬ 
ed,  and  breaking  up  good  order  in  society.  The! 
history  of  superstition  amitly  sustains  these  [)o>i- 
tions.  .4nd  the  vices  and  lollies  of  those  who  fol- 1 
lowed  Matthias  the  mtxlern  impostor ;  the  absurd  ^ 
claims  and  conduct  of  fatifttics  in  Perfectionism; 
and  the  wide  sway  of  the  Mormon  delusion;  only 
add  strength  to  what  has  just  been  staietl. 

The  supposed  fact,  lluit  the  earth  will  bo  ilestroy- 
ed  by  fire,  has  been  and  is  now,  a  fruitful  source  of 
excitement  and  error.  For  century  after  century, 
men  have  nppeareil  from  time  to  time,  and  wiihl 
systems  elnlwirately  prepared  and  lengthily  argued, 
have  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  thousands,  that 
the  destruction  of  the  earth  was  nigh  at  hand.  To 
illustrate  this  fact,  it  is  only  necessary  to  slate  some 
instances.  In  IfiSB,  a  sect  arose  in  France,  whose 
members  chiimeil  to  be  ins|)ired — they  were  ealleil 
the  French  prophets;  ainUoon  numbered  thousands 
of  follow’ers.  In  17()G,  (inir  of  these  [irophets  visited 
England,  ami  notwithstanding  their  tibsurd  views 
and  lidiculous  conduct,  their  principles  rapidly 
apread  among  the  [teoplc.  They  statetl  that  the 
day  of  juilgment  wouhl  transpire  in  three  years,  and 
would  be  prcceiled  by  famine,  pestibrnce,  earili- 
quakes,  anti  the  fall  of  popery.  lJuck's  Then.  Diet. 
p.l9/J.  A  sect  arose  inthetime.s  of  Cromwell, call¬ 
ed  Muggletonians,  from  an  indivitlual  by  the  name 
of  Muggleton,  who,  with  his  companion  Kceves, 
announced  that  they  were  the  two  last  witnesses 
spoken  of  in  Uevelation,  who  were  to  preceile  the 
deeirtiction  of  the  world.  Ibiil,  p.  Some 

German  journalists  staietl  that  ihe  comet  of  ]H3v? 
would  strike  and  wholly  destroy  the  etiith.  Tlii> 
announceiricnt  excited  great  ahirm  in  France — so 
much  so,  that  theasironomers  of  Paris  weie  retpies- 
ted  to  come  out  and  allay  the  imblic  ft  ar.  The 
inducement  to  do  so,  w  as,  that  w  hen  a  similar  pre¬ 
diction  was  mailc  in  1773,  some  people  died  from 
fright;  while  designing  pi'rsons,  taking  advantage 
of  the  timid  anil  ignorant,  sold  places  in  Paiadise 
at  enortnnns  prices.  Dick's  Siilereal  Heavens,  p. 
336.  A  German  hy  tlie  name  of  .John  .Mhert  Ren- 
gel,  a  man  of  great  talents  and  jirofoniul  eilncation, 
persuadeil  himself,  hy  an  anient  study  of  the  ImhA 
of  Revelation,  that  the  world  would  he  destroyed 
in  1836.  And  he  adopted  this  fiiith  under  such  eir- 
ctimsfances,  as  preclude  all  doidit  of  his  sincerity. 

But  notwithstanding  these  instances  of  delusion
